For home use there are a large 
number of varieties of grapes which 
will make a pleasant and healthful 
drink, No matter whai 
of grape, however, only clean, sound 
fruit should be used and it should 
be well ripened, but not overripe. 
The grapes should first be crushed 
and pressed in an ordinary cider- 
mill if the fanm possesses one, or 
by hand if no mill ig available, The 
subsequent procedure depends upon 
whether a white or a red juice is 
desired. For a light colored juice, 
the crushed grapes are put in a 
cloth sack ang twisted until the 
greater part of the juice is ex- 
tracted, one person holding each 
end of the sack. The juice is 
then put in some convenient form 
of double boiler in which it does 
not come into direct contact with 
the fire but is surrounded by hot 
water, and gradually heated to a 
temperature close to 200 F. As 
has already been said, however, it 
should not be allowed to go over 
this point, If no thermometer is 
' available, is best to heat the

For red juice, the crushed grapes 
;are first heated to the same tem- 
perature as before and then strain- 
ed through a clean cloth or drip 
bag without pressure. There after, 
the process is the same as for light 
colored juice. 

Grape juice should be __ stored 
away in bottles or jars that are 
not too large, for after these have 
been openéd the juice ig likely to 
spoil. If properly made, however, 
the juice “should keep indefinitely 
‘as long as it is kept im sealed bot- 
tles. In this respect it is, of 
course, like other canned goods, 
which should always be used as 
soon as possfibie after they have 
been opened, 

Of the various varieties of grapes 
common in this country, the Dele- 
ware gives a fuice of delicate aroma 
and excellent flavor. 
is darker with a sprightly taste and 
well known aroma, The Catawba, 
Isabella, and Salem grapes also} 
yield an excellent product. The 
California yarieties produce a very 
sweet juice, but in many cases/ 
there is little characteristic flavor. 
For home. use, however, the kind 
of grape that is most abundant in

Healing a Restitution Work. 

The speaker then demonstrated con 
clusively from Scripture that healing 
is Restitution work, and will be prac.

Picking the Fruit, 

The stage of maturity at which 
berries should be picked depends 
upon the distance they are to be 
shipped. When grown for a local 
market they shoulg be picked when 
thoroughly ripe but not soft. If 
grown for a distant market the 
‘perries must be picked before they 
are thoroughly ripe, but they should 
be fully grown and about three- 
fourths ripe. If picked before they 
are colored the verries will shrink 
and wither, making them unfit for 
sale. Strawberries should be picked 
with a short piece of stem attached 
(about one-fourth to one-half inch), 
They should never be slipped from 
the stem, as that spoils their ap- 


pearance and injures their shipping '

A long, narrow box 
is not satisfactory, because it is in- 
convenient to pick it up without 
grasping the sides between the 
thumb and finger, and when handled 
in this way the berries are likely 
to be mashed. Moreover, the sides 
of boxes with raised bottoms often 
split off below the bottom, causing 
the boxeg to tip over.
